During  the  past  year  450  vessels,  with  a  tonnage  of  108,439,  have  arrived  from  foreign 
ports,  and  1,031  coastwise  vessels,  with  a  tonnage  of  311,323,  have  entered  the  Port.  These 
figures  compare  with  419  foreign  arrivals  (96,547  tons)  and  959  coastwise  arrivals  (261,750  tons), 
tor  the  previous  year.  The  foreign  arrivals  show  an  increase  of  31  vessels  (11,892  tons),  and 
coastwise  arrivals  show  an  increase  of  72  vessels  (49,573  tons),  the  combined  totals  being  an 
increase  of  103  vessels  (61,465  tons).  Passenger  and  fishing  vessels  are  not  included  in  these 
totals.

II.  Character  of  Trade  of  Port. 

(a)  Passenger  Traffic. 

Passenger  steamers  have  arrived  at  Brighton  and  Worthing  from  British  ports  and 
Boulogne  with  day  trip  passengers  during  the  Summer  months. 

(b)  Cargo  Traffic. 

The  principal  imports  of  foreign  goods  have  been  bricks  (306  cargoes),  cement  (53 
cargoes),  timber  (41  cargoes),  coke  (18  cargoes),  asphalt,  tiles,  mineral  waters,  vegetables, 
fertiliser,  curbs,  and  bog  ore. 

Coastwise  cargoes  have  been  principally  coal  (427  cargoes),  from  Dover,  Queenborough, 
Hartlepool,  Seaham,  Sunderland,  Tyne  Ports,  Blyth,  Methil,  Port  Talbot,  and  Swansea,  and 
oil  (318  cargoes),  from  London,  Southampton,  Poole  and  Avonmouth. 

Other  coastwise  arrivals  include  84  cargoes  of  stone  from  Newlyn,  Porthoustock, 
Penmaenmawr  and  Plymouth,  dry  goods  from  Liverpool,  cement  from  London  and  Ipswich,  flour 
from  Ipswich,  Swansea  and  Portsmouth,  potatoes  from  Montrose,  poultry  food  from  Hull  and 
Rochester,  coke  from  Tyne  Ports,  and  iron  pipes  and  slag  from  Middlesbrough. 

Exports  during  the  year  comprise  27  cargoes  of  scrap  iron  to  Llanelly,  Grangemouth, 
Middlesbrough,  Antwerp,  Brussels  and  Gdynia,  21  cargoes  of  tar,  pitch  and  creosote  to  South¬ 
ampton,  Middlesbrough,  Ghent,  St.  Brieux,  Moss,  Caen  and  Granville,  and  cargoes  of  napthalene 
and  spent  oxide  to  Antwerp  and  Liverpool.

III.  Source  of  Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Port  and  for  shipping  is  from  the  Brighton  Corporation  Water¬ 
works.  There  are  no  water  boats  used  at  the  Port. 


IV.  Port  Sanitary  Regulations,  1933. 

All  vessels  from  foreign  ports  are  boarded  by  H.M.  Customs  Officers  immediately  on 
arrival,  and  any  case  of  existing  or  suspected  infectious  disease  is  notified  by  telephone.  Declar¬ 
ations  of  Health  are  received  from  the  Masters  of  foreign  going  ships  by  the  Customs  Officers 
and  handed  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Inquiries  are  also  made  as  to  the  existence  of  infectious 
disease  on  foreign  and  coastwise  vessels  during  the  routine  inspections. 

A  mooring  station  has  been  designated  as  required  by  Article  10  of  these  Regulations, 
and  is  situate  in  the  Southwick  canal  immediately  West  of  the  old  locks.  The  provision  of  an 
additional  mooring  station  outside  the  harbour  is  considered  to  be  impracticable. 

No  special  action  has  been  required  under  Articles  14  &  16  of  these  Regulations  respecting 
the  Detention  of  Ships,  and  Restrictions  on  boarding  and  leaving  Ships. 

No  arrangements  have  been  made  for  special  premises  and  waiting  room  for  medical 
examination.  Such  would  have  to  be  improvised  if  occasion  arises. 

There  is  no  station  provided  for  the  cleansing,  disinfection,  and  disinfestation  of  infectious 
or  verminous  persons  and  their  clothing,  but  facilities  could  be  promptly  obtained,  if  required,  by 
arrangement  with  a  neighbouring  Sanitary  Authority. 

No  arrangement  has  been  made  for  the  provision  of  temporary  accommodation  of  persons 
for  whom  such  may  be  required  under  the  Regulations. 

The  Port  Sanitary  Authority  have  an  agreement  with  the  Brighton  Corporation  for  the 
removal  and  isolation  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  arriving  at  the  Port,  a  motor  ambulance 
being-  available  for  removals. 

Facilities  are  available  for  the  bacteriological  examination  of  rats  or  other  specimens  at 
the  Ralli  Laboratory,  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton. 

Printed  cards  stating  the  place  and  time  of  Venereal  Clinics  available  in  the  district  have 
been  given  to  Masters  of  vessels  for  the  information  of  the  crews.

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  reported  as  occurring  on  vessels  during  the  voya 
ge  and  disposed  of  prior  to  arrival. 


V.  Measure  Against  Rodents. 

Inspections  and  enquiries  have  been  made  in  respect  of  rat  infestation,  and  no  evidence 
of  rat  infestation  has  been  found.  Rat  guards  are  available  for  use  when  required  to  prevent 
the  passage  of  rats  between  ships  and  the  shore. 

No  facilities  are  available  locally  for  deratisation  by  gassing,  but  a  supply  of  poison  is 
kept,  and  arrangements  could  be  promptly  made  for  the  services  of  a  rat  catcher  if  required. 

Printed  cards  have  been  given  to  Masters  of  ships  arriving  at  the  Port  indicating  their 
responsibilities  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act. 

No  “infected’*  or  “suspected”  vessels  or  vessels  from  plague  infected  ports  have  arrived 
during  the  year. 

The  Port  is  not  on  the  list  of  ports  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  issue  of 
Deratisation  and  Deratisation  Exemption  Certificates  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article 
28  of  the  International  Sanitary  Convention  of  1926.

Six  notices  have  been  served  in  respect  of  the  defects  or  nuisances  found  ;  five  of  these 
have  been  remedied,  and  one  outstanding  notice  has  also  been  complied  with. 


VII.  Food  Inspection. 


Cargoes  of  flour  and  potatoes  have  arrived  from  British  ports,  and  cargoes  of  vegetables 
and  mineral  waters  from  Continental  ports.  These  cargoes  have  all  been  found  in  good  condition. 

Public  Notices  have  been  posted  forbidding  the  removal  or  taking  for  sale  for  human 
consumption  of  any  shell-fish  from  the  Harbour  and  the  waters  of  the  river  Adur  between  the 
the  entrance  to  the  harbour  and  the  town  of  Shoreham-by-Sea.  No  instance  of  selling  shell-fish 
taken  from  the  prohibited  area  has  been  observed. 


VIII.  Staff. 


The  Staff  of  the  Authority  are  part  time  Officers,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  being  also 
Medical  Officer  to  the  West  Sussex  Southern  United  (M.O.H.)  Districts,  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  J.  W.  Thurman,  being  also  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  adjoining  Urban  District  of 
Shoreham. 

Dr.  Ledger,  of  Shoreham,  is  the  official  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  His  duties 
are  limited  to  acting  in  the  absence  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Mr.  L.  E.  King,  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Southwick  Urban  District,  has  acted  as  Deputy 
Sanitary  Inspector,  but  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  take  up  another  appointment. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  way  Mr.  Thurman  has  carried 
out  his  duties  and  my  thanks  to  the  Officer  in  charge  of  Customs  for  the  great  assistance  we 
have  received  from  him  and  his  assistants.
